Although the recent flghtlnK lino 
been marked In no sengatlonal de- 
velopments, it ia batons a cumulatlvr 
effect which, a^art from the ground 
gained, adds considerably to the want- 
age of men and material wltlt wblrh 
the Germans most reckon. In t1ic 
last four days the enemy has lost well 
up toward 16,000 prisoners and 200 
guns. His total losses of effortlves 
can not have Im'i'ii loss tliim .'in.OOO. 

Strictly spoakint;. Ilicrc are three 
large Imttlos in prdKri Ks, all of which 

■are bclnn condnctcil with equal snc- 
ceBH for the Allies. Tlio first Is beiim 
carried on by IIh' Itrilish Third and 
Fourth armies wliich, iiushing on 
toward Mobh, have reached the Val- 
enciennes-Hlriion double-truck rail- 
road. The second ia the attack of 
General Mangln, north and east of 
Laon, which has resulted in a gain 
on a front of eight miles for a dis- 
tance of two milea. He has carried 

' his line out of the swamps arounii 
Slasone. The third battle ia beinu 
fought by General Guillaumat on a 
fron^ of 17 miles, from SIssone t« 
Chateau Porclen, where the Hunlnu 
line joins the Krlenihild syntem of 
defenses. The nveraRe gain has 
been a mile, alilnnmli at sevtral 
points the advance has been greater. 



With the American "Artnles In 
France, Ocloher 'Jfi — The Americans 
have cleared the (iermans out of the 
IniporlaMl liourf;<if:nc Forest, north of 
Grand I're, drivinu a shari) wedi;e in- 
to the enemy lines 

The forest was taken in short 
rushes, the doufililioys tln'n sui]if;ing 
eastward behind the German Hues and 
threatening to cut oft the boche north- 
weat of Grand I're. 

The attack in the Grai/d Pre region 
followed that of yesterday, farther to 
the eastward. In which the Americans 



advanced nearly half a mTle near Uan- 
theville, occui>yiMK the high fldg* 
north of that village. 

The positions were taken atttr iSV- 
errfl assaults against the enemy ma- 
chine gun neata. One hundred and 
sevently prlaontra were taken. 

Bourgoghe Forest extendi from a 
point i^est of Grand Pre to a Doint 
about two mtlea and a half north Of 
that Tillage. BantheTllle la about Ifl 
mllee east of Grand Pre. 

To Lift German Toke From Bnmania 
London, Oetoher 2S—Frenoh, patrols 
have croaaed the northwestern part of 
Bulgaria at liOm Palanka and forced 
their way Into I(umania to liberate 
that country after a year'a oooupancy 
by the Germans, according to a 
French war statement received here.

overstepped tile eiirumscrilicd 
houndnries. Wiioever is in need 
of distress, no matter whetlier he 
lives in the house nest door or in 
tlie farthest corner of the eily. if 
we know of iiis need and distress, 
is our neighbor, and it is our duty 
lo respond when the need is made 
known to us. 

The various charitahK- orpaiii- 
rations ot this oity, the IJed Cross 
roniinittee. 111.' liiiard of lli'alth 
nnd Ihe .Mins ( oiiiiiiil I ee of ihe 
City Conneil, are simply over- 
whehiied at this erilie.il lime and 
some relict' liy mii- ciliyens is 
sDiiLrhl inil.side tliese rc'^idar idiaii- 
nels. .\(it that these oriianiza- 
tiiins are Irving to shirk or to un- 
liiad respimsihility ii|>on some one 
Ise. hut lo see thai WAj ouses of 

ieUness and distress are properly 
a red for in order to stamp out 
the influenza epidemic that has ns 
ill its grasp. 

Then for practical purposes let 
us say that our neighbor is the af- 
Hicted man. woman or child in 
Vur immediate vicinity: or. bet- 
ter, that all afflieted men. women 
or children in our immediate vi- 
cinity arc Ori{ iiciKhliors. 

T?y hildntr this view, liy makiii? 
sponsihility pei-sonal, ami iii.ik- 
mtr the man ami wnaian in each 
iicif;hhorhood I'espdiisililc fur the 
w(dl hciiifr of their neiirhluirs. as 
thus defined, we can instantly 
move H loiitr \oiy towanl celtlnir 
linn prasp upon tin- distress 
that pervades our city and nttiiiii 
a position that will enable tis to 
re]ie\e all of it. 

There are alTlicted men, women 
and children in a number of 
places in Maysville. -That there 
are a sufficient nnmb»i« of well 
people in every part of this city 
to take care of the sick goes with 
out saying. While the hurden is 
heavier on some than on others, 
yet the general icsidt will he 
worth the hurden imposed, .ihvays 
rrmeiidierinf,' that what is i;otleii 
is noL w.)rlli tile having; unless 
some saeriliec is made for it. 

(lood .Samaritans have come to 
Ihe fi'oul in cveiy part of the city 
since the present epidemic broke 
ov er lis. and a number of men;ind 
women have quietly relieved 
known cases of distress. The fact 
that this has been done on a limit- 
ed scale Buggesta ita practicability 
upon a much larger scale. The 
lied Cross committee, althout;h it 
has persistently appealed with all 
its force and eloquence! has never 
been able to secure a response 
adequate to'the needs of the situ- 
ation, and thus neglect has hecii 
unavoidable because of lack of 
help. Only yesterday appeals 
Were made for more nurses to re- 
lieve those at the emert;cney hos- 
pital and for iiiore and hirt;er do- 
nalions of hedchitiies. etc., and 
money in order that this work 
may lie the more effective. 

If anyone knows of cases that 
have not been reported, be a Orfod 
Samaritan — miniater unto them 
and then notify the proper jlw- 
thorities. You are reaponaible for 
yotur neighbor in the hour of his 
miafortune. See that your neigh - 
honr are cared for. Also, secure 
from your own immediate neigh- 
borhood volunteer nurses to re- 
lieve those heroes iind hcroiiu's 
who have been hard at it all diir 
illtr the past week and who were 
chai'itahle enough to ").'ii and do 
likewise. 

The I.edui'i' makes this appeal 
lor these three ifreal iiistitulioiiN 
that have worked and are now 
vcnrkiiiK overlline for the piirpoNc 
of ridding our city, if pusniblc, of 
diMmse, pestilenee anti misery.

Seed Seeiireil .Von Will Make a Hand- 
some Profit Over the Ordinary 
Baa ef Cera. >^ 

Tn sharp contast to towa, which is 

rejiorted lo luive stdeeted enough seed 
corn for next spring. New York Is al- 
ready seeking an available aupply for 

her own use. In a letter received by 

Mr. A. N. Gordon, who has been con- 
nected with the Agronomy Dcjiart- 
inent of the fniversity of Kentucky. 
a pniniineiit member of the faculty of 
a .N'ew York AKrlciilliirnl College asks 
whether it will he pcisslhle to obtain 
any high test seed corn from this 
state. It appear.s tliat the seed corn 
Bituatlon In New York is about as ser- 
loiis as It was In the Corn Beit last 
year, as a frost Injured the New York 
corn while still in the milky stage, 
before It was possible to select seed. 

I saw the reply which was sent to 
this letter, and I am sorry to say that 
very little encouragement was offer- 
ed In regard to the amount ot field 
picked seed In Kentucky. It seems to 
me that while there Is still time to at- 
tend to this most necessary duty there 
Ib nothing which offers a farmer 
greater opportunity for profit than the 
selection of ns much seed corn as be 
has available. There is no certainty 
yet that the binh prices prevalent last 
sjiring will not be repeated, and corn 
al per bushel, a price many Ill- 

inois farmers were forced to pay 
made somebody a tremendous profit. 
There Is little proliabillty that any 
such price will be offered in tills coun- 
ty, yet it is true that seed selected 
now win sell at a handsome premium 
over the ordinary run of corn. The 
farmer can't \oat, and he stands to 
make a good profit if he has several 
bushels of high test corn to sell In the 
miring. 

I shall be more than glad to assist 
any one having good seed to find a 
market for it

The y. M. C. A. provides 638 huts In 
American training camps and more 
tiian 800 in the war cone as centres 
wlilrh the fighters can use as clubs, 
schools, theatres, stores, cUnrches, li- 
braries and w ritint; rooms. More tlian 
T.IHIO men and wuineii bad been sent 
overseas or appro\'ed ' ftir (overseas 
Work by early aiiliimii and .'t.sjj were 
survlni; in American cuinps at home. 

Y, M. C. A. huts are the canteens of 
the American Expeditionary Force and 
are the theatres where the American 
entertainers, sent over by the "T," a|i- 
pear. Noted American public men and 
clergymen speak in the liuls. < 'lasses 
are c<mducled I here. MIIIIdiis of iellers 
are vvrllten there on paper provided 
fiee by the "Y." Physical directors of 
I ho teach and spread mass ath- 
ieilcs, using material fumiiilied free 
by the organisation. 

The Y. W. O. .A. does similar work 
for the thousands of American women 
In war work overseas — signal corps 
telephone oi>emtors, nurses and 
French muniUon workers. II provides 
cafeteria.s, rest and recreutlou centres, 
entertainment and reading for these 
women and girls. 

The Y. W. O. A.'« outstanding con- 
tribntion to soldier welfare work in 
training camps was the establishment 
of Hostess Houses, where the soldier 
or sailor may receive his mother, \vlfe, 
sister or sweetheart in the surround- 
ings and atmosphere of the best 
homes. 

The National Catholic War Council 
co-ordinates all Catholic welfare work 
In support of the government and 
through the K. of 0. provides ciub- 
hooaes for our fighters In all Ameri- 
can training camps, as well as having 
seventy-Ove centres In France and 
three In Kngland. In their huts the 
K. of C. provides entertalnlngment, 
movies, boxing bouts, educational 
work, religious services, free station- 
ery, reading matter and wrriting rooms. 
In I^nee their toUlng canteen ac- 
companies the American army, their 
secretariat march wldt the traopa, giv- 
ing awar elgarettea, cookies, choco- 
lates, soap and towels. 

The K. of O. had 800 workers in 
France at the beginning of autumn, 
with 40O more passed by the govern- 
ment and 200 others signed up. At 
the same date they bad 403 secretaries 
In American training camps, 100 butld- 
inga, flttjr-alx more in the coarse of 
erection and contracts lat for fifty 
more. 

War Camp Community Service 
functions exclusively In America, Its 
special mission being to "surround the 
camps with hospitality." In place of 
leaving the soldier or sailor to the 
promiscuous companions and diver- 
sions (omerly his lot, the organlia- 
tion obtains for him thb beat to ba had 
in comaittiitlaa adjoining camps or 
through irtileb he paaaea. 

W. C. a a obtains for him invlta- 
tlons to dine, bathe or spend the day 
in the best homes. It introduces him 
to the best women and girls at social 
gatherings, church entertainments, 
theatre partlai. It arouses communi- 
ties to provide eoaeerta, athletic ron- 
testa aad othar whoUaomo dlTorsion.^ 
for the soldlor, and to drtvo out or 
dlacooraxe the vicious elements which 
have been historic camp followers.

The formuia has been sent to all 
hospitals, to military camps and to 
all government oHicers. Tests are 
declared to have proven its ellieiency. 

The instructions have just been re- 
ceived by rntted States offlcials in 
this city and will be Immediately used 
In all cases. The remedy Is so simple 
that all afflicted can use it Here is 
what the government advises: 

"Saturate a ball of cotton as large 
as a one-Inch marble witb spirits of 
alcohol. Add three drops of 'chloro- 
form to each bail of cotton. .Place it 
between the patient's teeth. Let pa- 
tleiil Inhale the fllme.^ for If. miiiiilea, 
then rest ir> minutes, or loimer If 
needed. Then Inhale ayain I.') mln- 
ute-i and repeat llie operation as dl- 
recled -I times. 

"The lesiill will lie that the limns 
will exnanil lo Iheir normal couditicui. 
In 24 hours tiie patient is out of dan- 
.i;er. Change cotton often. It ought lo 
ill" changed twice In 15 minutes." 

When Col. John C. W. Brooks, com- 
mandant at Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, was asked whether he 
has seen the above formula, be said : ' 

"Yes, I received a copy from the 
ofnce of tbe United States surgeon 
general, and believe It will prove' very 
effective It will be a wonderful thing, 
in my opinion, and upon receipt of 



llie formuia 1 iniinedialely sent it to 
.ill local hospitals. Of course we can- 
not say yet what effect it has liad here, 
iiiit 1 liave been informed from Wash- 
ington that the authorities there iiavc 
no doubt as to the results to be ob- 
tained from the treatment."
